he said, refused to pay for the room, and he 
w a nted thuin put out. 
I went to tiie room and 
foun<l Dora Morris and Annie J ohnson.

Parish aKa*n asked them to pay for the room. 
Dora M orns ret used to do so. 
Annie J ohnson 
offered to make the pa ym ent but Dora w ouldn’t 
let her. 
I told them to leave the house, but the 
Morris woman refused. 
I then took her by the 
shoulder and led her to the head of the stairs. 
She cjiuglit, on the doorway but I pulled her 
hand lo^ e. 
She sfiS’in ca ught objects on each 
side of the stairway 
and 
airain 
I released 
her 
hold. 
She 
then 
sta rted 
down 
the sta irw a y on a run. 
When she pot to w ithin 
six or elKht steps of the sidewa lk she foil head- 
lone to the street. 
I did not push hor nor use a 
club.” 
Annie J ohnson's a ccount of the m a tter is 
tota dy different, “ Dora and I w ent to Union 
a venue la st eveniutr,” she said, "and did not in ­ 
tend to return la st nlirht. We went to Parish's 
lodRing house and had been there but a few 
m inutes when Green entered. 
We were sta nd- 
Inji at the desk and had not « one to a room. 
Sam asked Dora what she was doinji there and 
on her replyiuR tha t » ¡he w'as going to sta y there 
for the nijrht said, ‘We don’t want you here. 
\o u 
m ust 
iro a w a y.’ She 
did not move 
and he pushed her to the doorway where she re­ 
sisted. 
He struck her on the hand with his 
ciub and then threw her down the sta i s. 
Dora 
ha s been living here since hist J uly. 
Sam Green 
became acquainted with her over three years 
atro, 
ile was on the levee beat at tha t tim e and 
sa w her every night. 
He visited her consta ntly 
until la st Christmas, when they quarreled. 
He 
pulled a revolver on her at tha t tim e and sa id T 
once killed a man and trot out of it. I ’ll kill you 
too. 
N othin« w'ouid happen to a man who 
killed a woman like you.’ ” 
Benja m in Parrish, who saw the affair, m akes 
the follow ing sta tem ent: “ I was sta ndin 
at 
the foot of the stairway, la st night, when two 
women came 
up 
and asked if they could 
a 
room. 
I 
showed 
them

im No. 2. 
One of them whom I afterward 
rued v.as Dora Morris jum ped on the bo<l 
id both began yclJ ini? . 
I told thorn to stop 
and denianded a 
dollar for the room.

J ohnson woman took out a dollar but the other 
would-<iot let her pay and again they yelled. 
1 heard a noise on the sta irw a y and vs'ent ou t­ 
side. 
Green was com ing up and he asked me 
who was m a king so much noise in the house. 
1 told him and he asked the women to keep 
qniet. 
They cursed and swore and told him 
they 
would 
not. 
He 
led 
Dora 
Morris

Green ''to 
jail 
w ithout bail to awa it the result of the wom an’s 
Injuries.

“ There seem s to be a lack of fairnc.is in the 
charges which of la te have been so recklessly 
hurled aga inst the Catholic church and our 
Holy f'a ther the Pope for disregarding or ignor­ 
ing or lim iting or tra m pling upon the rights of 
citizenship. 
Some take up such a cry and shout 
it aloud, because they have grown to look upon 
American citizenship as a sacred treasure. Suclias 
thoy,perhaps unw ittingly im a ginetha t any cha s­ 
tisem ent which may justly fall upon a man on 
account of his own personal conduct or character 
in some other relation is an inva sion or ta m per­ 
ing w ith his rights as a citizen. 
Others, how­ 
ever. m ust know better and they cannot forget 
tha t the cry of a ssa iled citizenship has been in 
the history of the pa st too often made the a t­ 
tra ctive subterfuge of 
tho wrong 
doer who 
sougqt shelter from the pena lty of an unlawful 
act by trying to throw around him self the mantle 
of a citizen and by cla iuiing sym pa thy or pro­ 
tection on account of tha t garb. 
It is well for 
all alike to remember w ith tha nkfulness, 
tha t 
the American citizen has a grand shield of 
protection thrown around him, and tha t the 
sta rs and stripes float over him for a sa fe guard 
and defense wherever he travels an(i w herever he 
ca lls for aid in the name of tha t flag a ga inst an 
unjust aggressor. 
At the same tim e it m ust not 
be forgotten tha t whenever the American citi­ 
zen becomes, of his ow'n accord, a member of a

civil,

w ith im punity the rules or by-la w s he freely 
pledges him self to obey. Obliga tions are clearly 
distinct and separate, and it would lie utter de­ 
struction to any corporation or society w ithin a 
sta te to admit tha t a member may viola te its 
law and still retain honorable menil>ership sim - 
plj' because he is a citizen of the sta te and as 
such is shielded from censure of every kln<l by 
any society less than the sta te of which he is a 
citizen."

D e n v e k , Col., J uly G.—Ou Sunday last 
the death was announced of J ohn A. Witter, 
president of the Percheron-Norman Horso com ­ 
pany and one of the most prom inent citizens of 
the sta te.

The deceased was married to his w’ife at Soutli 
Bend, Ind., eighteen years ago, and ou account 
of his w ife’s extrem e J ealousy frequent quarrels 
ensued. 
For the past two years tho i)alr have 
not been living as husband aud wife, and the 
day before his death Witter removed from his 
own house vo tha t of a neighbor. 
The dead man was very fond of his niece, 
Mrs. A. A. Hatton, nee H ittle Witter, the daugh­ 
ter of Daniel W'itter, and this was the prime 
cause of his w ife’s jealousy. 
W itter iiudtng his 
own home cheerless aud com pa nionless sought 
society at his brother's home and became a t­ 
tached to his niece Hattie, wlio was not llviuur 
with her husiiand. 
In this atta chm ent friends 
say there was nothing crirniual, but he sought 
her company because it was ¡» leasant to him. 
took tier (o outi rta inm ents. to the tlieater and 
ruling, but nothing tha t he did was other than a 
rela tive might do. 
A month or six weeks ago Mrs. Hatton left for 
Europe with her sister, Mrs. E L. Rollins. 
At 
this time J olin W itter was already a iling, but 
had not taken to his beil. 
One report says that 
lie paid his uiece's expenses to Europe and tliat 
he was expecting to go to Europe also this 
month, hoplnu tha t the trip would beuetlt him. 
The contents of the tlead man’s stomach Imve 
been given to a chem ist, tor analysl.s, and if 
arsenic is discovererl tlie coroner will hold au in­ 
quest and some stertling dcvelopm euts may be 
expected.

Secreta ry K ndicott Issu es a n O rder for th e 
Suppression of A ll Inform a tion. 
Special Telegram to The Star. 
W a s h in g s c n , J u ly ii.— S ecreta ry E n d i- 
cott has followed his recomm endation to the 
President about the return of the captured 
flags with a perfectly logical order. He has d i­ 
rected Colonel Lasalla, the successor of Colonel 
Scott as compiler of war records, not to give out 
any further Information unless tho matter is 
first subm itted to him. The secretary has su s­ 
pended orders for furnishing Information, which 
has been given w ithout question by every sec­ 
retary of w'ar and a djuta nt general since Gener­ 
al Grant. The suspension applies to matter 
which has been already prepared for print under 
the orders of Congress, and which by universal 
practice is always oi en to the press from the 
tim e the order for printing I.s made. 
There is not the excuse which there m ight well 
be that while Colonel Scott was at w’ork collect­ 
ing va st material for war history that to make 
copies would delay work, for the selection and 
chronological arrangement of tho material is 
now done, and to furnish inform ation merely 
requires taking down a bundle aud allow'ing the 
a pplica nt to look for him self. 
Colonel Scott 
proceeded on the theory tha t he was doing work 
for the public aud under the order of Congres.s, 
and 
was prompt to respond to all prop­ 
er requests for access 
to 
the 
rccords. 
Nothing has occurred to call E ndicotts’ a tten ­ 
tion to this m atter except the publication of 
the history of the liags captured l>y Union sol­ 
diers and tho related matter, 
llis order for pre­ 
venting access to the war record was based on 
the tlag matter a d was solely incited by It. 
He 
knows no more about his proper autliorlty in 
this matter than he knew of the law covering 
the flags. 
Congri'sg has ordered the war record 
pui:)licatlon. 
The great bulk of it is rea<ly and 
1 0 delay and suppress it for som etim e to come, 
is sim ply revoking the order of Consres.s. 
He 
does not even know- that ex-Confederates are 
even more interested in having tliese records 
made public than tlie veterans of the north be­ 
cause wiille the north had fair a ccess to its 
records during the war, those at the south, were 
in the main, a sealed book. 
Mr. E ndicott’s order is his method of getting 
oven with the press for exploding his a ttem pt to 
return the flags, and publishing out of his office 
the record of these tropliies. 
If the North is to 
be denied access to its war records, except as 
Mr. Endicott secs fit to allow what concross had 
ordered made public to go out. It cannot be fully 
understood too soon. The probabilities are tiiat 
at its next session congres.'« w’ill take care of the 
war records. 
The joint com ndttee on printing 
will have two ex-Union olticers in the Senate 
branch and probably tw’oex-Cont>derate otlicers 
on the house side. 
If tlioy should take charge 
of com pleting tiie w’ork. It would be done with 
unquestioned fairneHs, and at the same tim e the 
work could he pushed much faster tlian is now' 
possible, and at the same tim e with great sa ving 
over tiie present cost.

The evil 
that I wo uld call attentio n to is in the ava­ 
lanches o f pro fanity that the yo uthful “ to ughs” 
in every sectio n o f the city think it the pro per 
caper to belch fo rth as they pro wl up and do wn 
the lo ading tho ro ughfares^afto r nightfall They 
appear to think that tlie o nly way to affo rd em­ 
phasis to an assertio n is to interlard it with a 
string o f o aths, and that witho ut the villaino us 
wo rds their fi'iends wo uld no b give them a 
hearing. 
The co nsequence is that o ne can no t 
esco rt a lady alo ng half a blo ck o f a cro wded 
street witho ut kno wing that she is the invo lun­ 
tary audito r o f eno ugh pro fanity to make a 
bald-headed, unswearing man’s 
hair 
curl. 
'I’here wo uld appear to be no remedy either, 
unless swearing, except o n what a jury shall 
pro no unce pro per pro vo catio n, be made a pen­ 
itentiary o ffense. 
Èut I have ho ard that legis­ 
lato rs swear, to o .

Neutro -hypno tism, o r nerve sleep, mesmer­ 
ism, artificial so mnambulism, as it is vario usly 
named, ia an abno rmal nervo us state into which 
certain peo ple can be thro wn by a number o f 
different metho ds. 
During the past 100 years 
the matter has been studied by scientists, and 
mo st o f the peculiarities sho wn by the subject 
when in the h}*pno tic state have been explained 
physio lo gicaUy. 
These explanatio ns are rather 
diflicult fo r mo st o f us to understand, as they 
deal with refiex actio n o f the nerve centers and 
vario us mysteries that we kno w httl© abo ut. 
StUl, it is a satisfactio n to kno w that a scientific 
explanatio n can be given. 
There are, ho wever, certain facts abo ut the 
hypno tic etate that it is intero stiug to tmder- 
stand. 
^ 
In the first place, the o perato r, o r pretended 
magnetic man, ia no t 
needed in o rder 
to 
thro w the subject into 
the hypno tic^Istate. 
uheji_Me8mer created an excitement in Paris 
in 177>i, and, fo r the nake o f the advertiso - 
nio nt, refused to sell his secret to the Go vernt 
ment fo r 20,0()() francs, while ho so ld it pri­ 
vately to individuals fo r 100 lo uis, a co mmis­ 
sio n was appo inted to make a full investigatio n 
ef his claims, o f Av h ich co mmissio n Benjamin 
Franklin was a member. 
After a series o f ex­ 
periment« with Mesmer and his pupil, D'Esio n, 
the co mmissio n decided against the claims o f 
Mesmer, but fo und that there was a peculiar 
nervo us co nditio n induced by the subject. 
It 
was pro ven, ho wever, that the state was no t de­ 
pendent upo n any inaguetism o r o ther po wer 
in the o perato r. 
A Avo man who bad been frequently mesmer­ 
ized was put in a ro o m in Fra» iKlin's ho xise and 
to ld that the o p« « rato r ^vas in the hall in the act 
o f inesmerizing her, and in a mo ment o r two 
she fell into the hypno tic state, altho ugh the o p­ 
erato r was no t there, and did no t even kno w 
that tlie experiment was being tried. Since then 
it has been sho wn that so me peo ple can at will 
thro w themselves into this state, and there is 
reaso n to believe that may o f the so -called ciair- 
vo yanta and trance mediums do this. 
The metho ds by which any o ne acting as the 
o perato r o r instructo r can thro w susceptible 
sulijects into this state are vario us. 
The co mnio n metho d ado pted by pro fessio nal 
mesmeritrts is to o rder the subjects to clo se the 
eyelids, and after a few mo ment« telling them 
that they canno t o pen them. 
Tho excitement 
duo to the o ccasio n servo s to thro w tho se that 
are susceptible into this state. 
Ano ther way is 
hi place the Hubiects standing in a ro w, with 
the eyelids do sed and the arms extended, the 
palins o f tho hands to uching. 
The mo st sus­ 
ceptible 
will 
nuickly 
beco me 
hypno tized. 
There are several metho ds by which peo ple can 
thro w themselves into the bypno tic state. 
A 
bright o bject placed a little abo ve the Ydane o f 
the 
eyes, 
and 
so 
clo se 
that 
the eyes, 
have 
to 
be 
kept 
strained 
in 
o rder 
to see it, is very effective, altho ugh it takes 
fro m twenty minutes to an ho ur. 
Taking a 
seat ill an easy chair, clo sing the evehds and 
recalling so me wo ll-kno wn face o r lo cality, will 
o ften bring o n tho clairvo yant state o f hypno t­ 
ism, in which the subject thinks that the he 
sees Avith the eyes shut. 
AVlien in the hypno tic state tho subject 
seems to be almo st wlio lly under tlie co ntro l o f 
the imaginatio n—what ho imagines is fo r him 
the reality. 
If he is po ssessed o f tho id^^a that 
the o perato r can co ntro l him, then tho o perato r 
do es co ntro l him; fo r when he says “ yo u canno t 
do 
this,” 
o r, 
“ do 
that,” 
the 
sulijeo t 
thinks 
he 
is 
fo rced 
to 
o bey, 
and 
the 
physical struggle that is o ften seen to take 
place is duo no t to his effo rts to escape fro m 
the influence o f the o perato r, l>ut to the fact 
that he is o nly partially hypno tized. It is pro b­ 
able that if the subject enters the hypno tic state 
with the understanding that the o perato r can ’ 
no t co ntro l him, he will no t bo influenced by the 
Buggestio ns. 
1 have seen peo ple in state refuse entirel.v to 
o bey the o perato r. 
Tlie explanatio n o f the 
mesmerist (he was a believer in spiritualism) 
was that so me stray spo o k had taken po ssessio n 
o f the subject. 
He said it fi-o quo ntly happened 
when there were medinms present. 
It is rather an ingenio us explanatio n to say 
that when a perso n hypno tized o r o therwise, de­ 
clines to fo llo w yo ur wishes, ho is po sso ssed o f 
the devil. In this state the imaginatio n seems to

Nearly ev ery dru ggist o r p h y sician in 
Th e fash io n able q u arters can 
tell *o f man y 
p atien ts Av h o 
are slav es to o p iu m. The fo rmer 
IS p erh ap s th e best au th o rity , fo r th e co n firmed 
o p iu m eater writes h is 
OAvn p rescrip tio n an d 
k n o Av a AA'h ere h o can bu y all h e wan ts with o u t 
ap p ly in g to th o 
do cto r. 
Tavo mo nths ago ano ther pro minent case, 
where bo th husband and Avife were the victims, 
attracted public attentio n. 
The Rev. Francis 
Gerry Fairfield, a minister, jo urnahst and phy­ 
sician, a man o f go o d family and remarkable 
talent, died in a tenth-rate ho tel o n Third ave­ 
nue fro m the effects o f o pium. 
His wife, 
J o sephine GrisAvo ld Fairfield, a daughter o f 
J udge Griswo ld, o nce an influential Noav Yo rker 
and a membo r o f the New Yo rk bench, died a 
week previo us to her husband, in the same 
manner. 
Had it no t been fo r Mr. Fairfield’s 
))ro ther, a well-to -do laAA'yer, husband and Avife 
wo uhl pro bably have been buried in paupers’ 
graves. 
During the middle o f last mo nth I had o cca­ 
sio n to visit the Jefferso n Maiket po hce co urt 
I arrived there just as the presiding magistrate, 
J ustice Murray, left his bench and Av alk ed into 
his private examinatio n ro o m. 
I fo llOAv ed him. 
In tho ro o m Av ere th ree p erso n s besides th e 
co u rt o fficers. Two o f th ese wo re wo men , 
and 
bo th were dressed in black an d h eav ilv v eiled. 
As th e ju stice en tered bo th drew aHide th eir 
v eils. 
Th e elder o f th o two was 
a lady abo u t 
50 y ears o f age, Av ith remark ably deh eate an d 
ro th ied fo atu ro s, o n Avhich rested a sad an d 
melan ch o ly ex p ressio n . 
She Av as labo rin g u n der 
?reat emo tio n an d at times co u ld baiely restrain 
Jbr to ars. 
Her co mp an io n , Av h o was at least twen ty -fiv e 
y ears her ju n io r, resembled her so mewh at iu 
ap p earan ce, bu t th ere Av rs an in defin ite 
so juo - 
th in g abo u t her th at marred th e beau ty 
o f h er 
face an d at times made it almo st rep u lsiv e. 
The th ird p erso n 
Av as a man o f middle age, 
well bu ilt an d o f a serio u s cast o f co u n ten an ce. 
One p ecu liarity I co uld n o t h elp n o ticin g. 
Ho 
co uld no t keep h is gaze fi.x ed u p o n an y th in g, 
an d mo A’cd abo u t u n easily in h is ch air wh en 
ho 
saw th at he Avas bein g o bserv ed. 
“ I see, Mrs. Francesco ,” o bserved J ustice 
Murray, no <Ming to tho o lder lady, “ that yo u 
charge Mrs. Hale, yo ur daughter, Avith being 
adilicto d to the use o f mo rphine and o pium, 
and with being habitually into xicated,” 
“Ycs,*^ rep lied th e lady , Av h ile tears ro lled 
do Av u h er 
cheeks, 
“ I am fo rced to tak e tliis 
step to sav’e h er fro m utter degradatio n . 
She 
and h er h u sbau d,” p o in tin g to th e man seated 
beside h er, “h aA'e £ o r y ears been addicted to th e 
o p iu m h abit. He h as sev eral times been co n ­ 
fin ed in asy lu ms an d disch arged as cu red, o n ly 
te sin k back again in to 
his o ld h abits. Wien 
th ey are to geth er th ey are wo rse th an wh en 
tlrey are sep arata She’ is n o w in a terril>le co n ­ 
ditio n , an d we deeire to p lace h er in a p riv ate 
asy lu m at Amity v ille, Av h ere sh e 
can bo tak en 
care o f. ” 
Up to this timo tho yo ung wo man had re­ 
mained in apparent lethargy, and had no t be­ 
trayed the slightest emo tio n, while the mo ther 
wept as she spo ke o f her afflictio n. 
N oa v, ho w­ 
ever, as tho uj^i suddenly realizing her situatio n, 
sho jumped fro m her ’ chair and shrieked in 
mo st piercing to nes. 
“ It’s yo u, yo u that have bro ught mo to this,” 
sho cried, po inting to her husband, a 
a'Iio shrank 
away co Aved and frighteued; “ yo u taught me it; 
yo u go t me into tne habit,’’ she co ntinued, 
fiercely. 
It Avas a sad scene and the po o r o ld lady Avept 
bitterly. Tho yo ung Avo man had to bo remo ved 
by fo rce, and later iu the day was taken to a 
private asylum. 
It seems that she had no gro unds fo r accus­ 
ing ho r hu.sband o f fo rcing the habit upo n her. 
The fault lay with her physician, wiio had pre­ 
scribed mo rphine fo r her tlnring a lo ng ancl se­ 
rio us illness. 
When she reco vered tlie habit 
had been fo rmed and she was no t stro ng eno ugh 
to resist it 
Her husband co ntracted the taste 
fro m her. 
That is frequently the o rigin. Taken perfo rce 
during sickness tlio drug ho lds the victim re­ 
lentlessly in its po wer. 
T'nfo rtunately, no t all 
physicians are as careful iu prescribing as they 
sho uld bo . 


CHICAGO BUCKET SHOPS. 


th« 
T h e y A re T lav ln g a H a rd T im e o f I t in 
li<ike City * 
Fro m tho Chicago HeralJ, 
Yesterday afterno o n the bo ard o f trade and 
Sto ck Quo tatio n Co mpany autho rities o rdered 
the Av ith draAv l o f 145 tickets u sed p rev 'io u sly 
in co nnectio n with the bncket-aho p business, 
but the o rcer had no t been fully executed last 
evening. Murphy it Co ., and o ther bucket-sho p 
firms are pro ceeding to enjo in the Western Unio n 
to prevent that co mpany fro m cu ttin g them o ff 
fro m the repo rts, ho lding that unjust discrim­ 
inatio n is being practiced by the bo ard o f trade 
in the distribu tio n o f the rep o rts, an d that the 
W^tern Unio n haa no right to make that dis­ 
criminatio n effective by the use o f the Av ires. 
llie legal phase o f tho q u estio n is yet to be 
wo rked o ut, but the situatio n is that the bo ard 
o f trade has determined to assist in the enfo rce­ 
ment o f the new law by with drawin g, thro ugh 
the co -o ppo ratio n o f the Western Unio n, the 
quo tatio ns fro m the bucket-sho p business. 
In 
many respects it is the o ld “ ticker” fight o ver 
again, the o nly difference being that the bo ard 
hñ;S the additio n o f the new law o n its side, 
whatever that may amo unt to . 
So me o f the 
bucket-sho p flrins have been advised that while 
tho law may be stro ng eno ugh to suppress their 
business by a direct applicatio n. 
It do es no t 
affo rd the slighest gro und fo r the actio n taken 
by the bo ard o f trade and Western Unio n co m­ 
pany; that neither o f the in.-,titutio ns co uld po s­ 
sibly k u o Av 
in advance that the repo rts 
Av ei*e to 
be applied to carrying o n an illegal business; 
that even as to this these have no right to ques­ 
tio n the mo tives o f tho parnés co ncerned. 
Tho bo ard o f trade h as in stru cted th e tele­ 
graph co mp an y 
to disco n tin u e 
the rep o rts to all 
th e “tick ers” Av h ich 
havo been used mo re o r less 
directly in co n n ectio n 
with th e bu ck et-sh o p 
bu sin ess. This mo ve, if it can be carried o ut, 
will upset the meth o ds Av h ich the bu ck et-sh o p 
p eo p le had agreed upo n as the safest way to 
co n tin u e bu sin ess 
and evade the p en alties o f the 
hiAA'. The ])lan agreed upo n Av as th at so me o f 
the largest places Avo uld disco ntinue po sting the 
repo rts o n blackbo ards and do a “ regular co m­ 
missio n business,” Avhile o thers wo uld co ntinue 
to po st the repo rts and “ place” their o rders 
Av ith 
the “ co mmissio n men.” » This scheme can no t 
bo made to wo rk, even if it co mes Avithin the 
letter o f the noAv law, unless tho max’ket repo rts 
can be secured and po sted fo r tho uso o f o utside 
speculato rs. 
Hence tho who le questio n noAv 
binges upo n the legal po int as to Avhether o r no t 
the bo ard o f trade has the po wer to enfo rce the 
withdrawal o f the quo tatio ns. 
Fo r the time be­ 
ing the fight Avill be remo ved to the co urts o n 
that issue, and until the aggressive parties can 
sho w cause Av h y the injunctio n asked fo r sho uld 
no t be perpetual, it is fair h) presume fro m the 
indicatio ns yesterday that tho bucket-sho p bus­ 
iness will l>e co ntinued pretty much as usual. 
In tlie last attempt made by the Bo ard o f 
Trade te Av ith draAv tho quo tatio ns made bj’ the 
instrument'Uity o f 
tlio 
Western Unio n, the 
bucket-sho p business came o ut aliead, and as 
the noAv law do es no t seem to to uch tho ques­ 
tio n o f tho quo tatio ns o ne way o r tlio o ther, the 
chances wo uld appear to bo in favo r o f the en- 
jo iners o n this o ccasio n. 
Meanwhile, attempts 
will bo made to pro secute o perato rs directly 
under the laAv, Avherever instances o f a bucket- 
sho p business can bo detected, so that the sco pe 
and strength o f the law Avill uo o n be tested in 
this respect 
At Ltio Hunt’s place, o n Adams street, busi­ 
ness Avas pro ceeding yesterday, so far as o ne 
co uld see, as usual. 
The pro prieto r said, ho Av- 
ever, that he was 
do ing o nly a legitimate co m­ 
missio n trade. 
The no tice o n the blackbo ard 
stated that o rders wo uld no t bo received fo r 
less thau 2,000 bushels o f grain o r tAventy 
shares o f sti>ck. 
At Murphy & Go ’s, place the 
blacklx>ards were no lo nger visible, but their 
establishment Avas filled

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A PLAGUE OF ROSE BUGS- 


The Peach Cro p, Which Pro mised to Be a 
Pheno uienal Oue, Nearly All Destro yed. 
Fro m th« New Yo rk Sun. 
When tho co nventio n o f the po ach gro wers 
and dealers was held at Do ver, May 12, the 
who le talk Avas based upo n a yield o f po ssibly 
10,000,000 baskets,, and svu’ely no t less than 
0,000,OOiJ baskets, and it Avas co nfido ntlj' ex­ 
pected that the “ pheno minal peach year” o f 
o f 1875 AA’o uld be far distanced. 
There was 
talk that if free baskets were given AAith the 
peaches tho manufacturers co iUd no t turn o ut 
eno ugh to sui)ply the demand. Preparatio ns to 
prevent gluts in the market were made, and a 
plan o f distributio n and a bureau o f info rma­ 
tio n was suggested and ado pted. 
But tho situ­ 
atio n is ail changed no w, and, instead o f a “ phe­ 
no menal” 
year, 
it 
begins 
to 
lo o k 
as 
tho ugh the cro p 
wo uld 
be 
o nly 
a 
o ne-fo urth o ne. The gro wers are dishe.arto ned, 
fo r no t o nly are the peach pro spects very 
glo o my, but the cro ps o f grapes, pears, plums, 
apples, currants, go o seberries, cherrit*s, and in 
fact, every gro Avxng thing, inchidin^ vegetables, 
are bUghto d by an unprecedented plague o f 
tho se bugs. 
They have attacked fo rest trees, 
the ivy, and almo et everything else tho y can 
go t ho fd o f, Avhiie the gro Aving wheat is being 
ravaged by a Avorm varying in length fro m half 
an inch to an inch. 
It has a pair o f cla^wr ‘ 
Avo rking like the arms o f scisso rs, and .^rith 
them if cuts o ff tbe wheat heads, but lyikes no 
attempt to feed upo n them 
This ’^/fteat pest 
is said te be tJie larA-ae o f the saw fly, no t kno Avn 
to damage wheat cro ps in thi-s co untry until 
Avithin two A’o ars. 
There are*many kîùds o f bugs at wo rk, but it is 
the ro se bug that has spread tlio mo st devasta­ 
tio n. 
The bugs gathered in clusters o n gro w­ 
ing fruit and reduced it to dry pulp. They co l­ 
lected o n the leaves and riddled them full o f 
ho les. 
They ate tho ro ses befo re they wero in 
blo o m and flo urished o n the green blackberry. 
No thing except smashing effected a cure, and 
they increased and multiplied like o fiice seek­ 
ers after a change o f administratio n. 
The 
male bugs are o f a dirty velio Av co lo r and the fe­ 
males a shade darker, ^hey have 
Av in gs and 
are abo ut three-eighths o f an inch in length. 
Out o f 8,iM)0 peach tree» in three o rchards near 
Felto n, Del., there will no t be picked eno ugh 
fruit to i>ay fo r the plo ughing. 
In o ne o f tlie 
o rchards there AA'as no t a peach to be fo und, a 
day o r two ago tliat had no t bean ruined. 
Fo r oA'er tAv o Aveoka rain had fallen every day 
creating a favo rable co nditio n fo r tho pro paga­ 
tio n o f the bugs. 
Ou Thursday, ho wever, the 
sun camo o ut ho t and stro ng and there was a 
no table decrease in the number o f the pests. 
They do no t seem to like the sun. Tho repo rts 
received yesterdaj' and to -day are enco uraging, 
altlio ugh* the peach cro p, as nearly all the 
gro wers o n the peninsula believe, will be o nly 
abo ut o ne-fo urth o f what it pro mised in May. 
Tha ro se bug, unlike mauy o tlier beetles, do es 
its wo rk when in tho co mpleted state. They 
co me in SAvarms, and disappear as suddenly as 
they co me. They remain fro m thirty to fo rty 
days. The males'perish, and the females enter 
tho earth, depo sit abo ut thirty eggs, co mo to the 
surface, and die in a few days, 
fhe eggs hatch 
iu abo ut tAventy-fo ur days, and the larvæ feed 
o n the tender ro o te Avithin their reach. 
In tho 
fall they are full size, three-quarters o f an inch 
lo ng, and o ne-eighth o f an inch in diameter. 
Octo ber they go into the gro und, to appear in 
Juno a full gro wn beetle, seven-twentieths o f an 
inch in length, and ready to begin the Av o rk o f 
destructio n. 
When the ro so bugs attack the 
fruit, they gather upo n it in clusters, as many 
as tAventy-fivo having been fo und upo n o no 
green pe.a,ch the size o f a hicko ry nut 
In mo st 
cases the who le sido o f a peach, apple o r pear 
is eaten o ff to the sto ne o r co re, altho ugh in 
many instances the fruit is so eaten away as to 
be almo st indistinguishable.
